Sought by Mayor 


M ayor C larence A. Hyde was 
in conference w ith 
councilmen 
and civic leaders this week on 
selection of a nominee for the 
district rent control board. U n­ 
der the new state set up, there 
w ill be 60 districts in the state 
and the Palm Springs area will 
be in the section extending from 
the w estern county line eastw ard 
to a point n ear D esert Center. 
Mayors in the district will send 
their nom inations to the board 
of supervisors and from the list 
subm itted, a district ren t control 
board will be set up. 


OUTLINE of the rent control 
plan has been received by M ayor 
Hyde from Gov. E arl W arren’s 
office and from C hairm an W. V. 
P ittm an of th e board of super­ 
visors. 
M ayor H yde and 
councilmen 
conferred 
on 
the 
nom ination 
Tuesday and decided on an ap­ 
pointee but his nam e was w ith ­ 
held pending his decision to ac­ 
cept. 
Since Gov. W arren urged early 
action, the selection w ill be made 
soon. 


THE PROBLEM, M ayor Hyde 
said, is to get a m an who knows 
the needs of veterans, other citi­ 
zens and the tow n in general. 
“We have such a m an in m ind,” 
he said. “He is a veteran and a 
property ow ner, has been in the 
Village a long time and is th o r­ 
oughly conversant w ith the local 
situation. W e’ve contacted him 
and w'ill m ake the nom ination 
w hen—and if—he accepts.” 


BECAUSE persons who serve 
on the rental boards are “going 
to judge th eir neighbors,” the 
governor urged the greatest care 
in nom inations. 
“We 
believe we 
have done 
that,” said the mayor. 
One of th e 60 boards in the 
state has already been appoint­ 
ed, the governor said. The other- 
59 will be nam ed as soon as nom ­ 
inations are available, he said. 
The boards are advisory to fed­ 
eral rent control agencies but 
they have im portant responsibili­ 
ties in recom m ending the adjust­ 
m ent of ren t and th e decontrol 
of units prior to Feb. 29, 1948, 
w hen the federal ren t program 
expires.

THE TAX RATE of $1 per $100 
assessed valuation, will raise a 
total of $156,293.30 but cost of 
collection of taxes and estim ated 
delinquencies 
will 
bring 
the 
usable am ount to the $154,560 
figure. 
W ord from Auditor R. T. Hicks 
office fixed the rate inside the 
city as $14,711,070 which includes 
real values and also public util­ 
ity valuations, the latter fixed by 
the state board of equalization. 
Added to this is $918,260 in un­ 
secured personal property, bring­ 
ing the total assessment to $15,­ 
629,330. 


LAST YEAR, total assessed val­ 
uation w ithin the city was $13,­ 
564,040. For 
the 
1945-46 
fiscal 
year, the total was $8,400,000 and 
the year before that around $7,­ 
000,000. 
This year’s increase represents 
a gain of m ore than 100 per cent 
in assessed valuations here in the 
past four years due to the exten­ 
sive 
am ount 
of 
im provem ents 
placed on local property. 
Last year th e total tax rate, ex­ 
clusive of special district assess­ 
m ents—cemetery, 
sanitary 
and 
so on—was $4.78. With the county 
rate believed to show a drop of 
four cents and a low er school 
rate, the over-all rate is expected 
to be under th at total.

IT DIDN'T TAKE LONG for WAA officials to offer the 
people of Palm Springs a better deal for parts of the Torney 
property, once the Congressional committee started investi­ 
gating the matter. The three poor choices submitted to city 
and school district authorities about three weeks ago by 
George Wilson, were quickly revised with much more gen­ 
erous discounts. Furthermore, all agencies were permitted 
to act independently. 
Villagers should be grateful to Congressman John Phillips for 
his insistance that the m atter be looked into by a com m ittee of 
Congress. It is quite apparent th a t the best interests of the people 
as a whole were being discrim inated against. O therw ise, WAA 
would have continued to stand firm as they had up to th e very 
last m inute. It was only through Phillips’ efforts th at the Com­ 
m unity Hospital and School D istrict were given a fair break. 
The new propositions are reported elsew here in The Sun; the 
im portant thing is th at at last—and at least—the forces w hich were 
preventing th e Village from getting fair treatm en t had to do some 
fast thinking. It didn’t take long. The form er propositions and 
their take-it-or-leave-it-quick attitude w ere scrapped in a hurry. 
T orney Hospital has now been surplus property for over 
sixteen m onths. The WAA still hasn’t decided who w ill get the 
form er hotel building and nearby adjoining property. 
As one 
looks back on the whole thing it seem s like a “comedy of errors.” 
Probably the City of Palm Springs didn’t get as m uch as it should 
have, but at least WAA didn’t succeed in giving us a complete 
w hitew ashing. 
P erhaps one of the m ost im portant phases of this whole thing 
is th a t it m ade a lot of V illagers show their true colors. It has 
been pretty easy to learn who has the best interests of th e com­ 
m unity at h eart—and who are in it for just w hat they can get out 
of it. It has brought into the spotlight m any true cham pions of 
the public good to com m and our respect and adm iration. The 
issue has likewise uncovered to the public view interests which 
are easily recognized as dow nright selfish. At the sam e time, it 
has created some strange bed-fellows. Many Villagers have been 
forced into positions w hich they didn’t like at all. 
The end is not yet. There are still some people “in hiding” 
who prefer to work behind the scenes and try to fool the public 
with false propaganda.

Crime Can't Take Summer Heat 
Here, Police Chief's Report Shows 


The sum m er slump is reflected'?’----------------------------------------- 
in the monthly report filed with 
City M anager William E. Alworth 
this m onth by Chief of Police 
A. G. K ettm ann and subm itted 
to city council W ednesday night. 
D uring July, the chief reported, 
there w ere but three felony ar­ 
rests and 21 m isdem eanor arrests. 
This com pares w ith an average of 
12 felony arrests a m onth during 
the last fiscal year and slightly 
less th an 100 m isdem eanor a r­ 
rests per month in the sam e per­ 
iod. 


ELEVEN FELONY complaints 
w ere 
investigated 
during 
the 
month, the chief reported. Among 
the felony arrests, two w ere for 
issuance of worthless checks and 
one for escaping from an officer. 
Five bad check charges, two 
burglaries, a robbery, a kidnap­ 
ing and a grand theft charge were 
investigated. 
Value of property restored to 
its ow ners by 
police 
activities 
totalled $482. 


FOR THE FIRST tim e in sev­ 
eral m onths traffic citations did 
not head the list of m isdem eanor 
arrests. Only two tickets were 
given out in July w hile five felt 
the hand of the law because of 
over-indulgence in alcohol. 
A lthough there were only two 
traffic citations, there w ere five 
traffic accidents, two of them re ­ 
sulting in injuries, two of the non­ 
injury class and one hit-and-run 
case. 


DURING THE MONTH, police 
investigated 227 complaints. 
Continuing the trend show n in 
the chief's annual report which 
revealed a four-fold increase in 
the num ber of am bulance calls, 
there w ere six during July. 
Police cars travelled 6,896 miles 
during the month. 
In a brief notation accom pany­ 
ing his report, Chief K ettm ann 
said: 
“The m onth of July m arked the 
usual low in police business with 
bad checks accounting for half 
of the eleven felony complaints 
recorded. A reported kidnapping 
and robbery was discovered to be 
a hoax, a false report to the po­ 
lice for the purpose of account­ 
ing for an absence and the loss 
of money. The departm ent is con­ 
centrating on its basic purpose, 
patrol, at the present tim e with 
263 properties being checked in 
addition to the regular business 
houses.”

L 
IK E a tidal wave which surges in from a disturbed 
sea, a prodigious demand for telephone service, 
developed during the war years, burst upon the tele­ 
phone industry at the war’s end. 


At that time (about two years ago) the facilities of 
the industry, already heavily over-taxed, were insum- 
cient to cope adequately with the situation, and the 
industry entered one of its greatest periods of struggle 
and achievement. 


We, like all other telephone companies throughout' 
the nation, were faced with the gravest problems, and 
seemingly insurmountable obstacles. 


Our first obligation was to improve service which had 
deteriorated during the years when we were unable 
to expand our facilities. This we have done in all our 
"districts. Replacements, additions and conversions 
have been made in every exchange and today service 
is back to practically normal efficiency. 


Our second obligation (not less important than the 
first) was to supply service to the throngs who had 
applied for it, and are applying for it every day; 
Although we have been able to provide telephones 
for a great many during the past two years we still 
have a large number of unfilled applications on our 
books. Today, our chief concern is to take care of 
these patient people as rapidly as possible. We are 
installing telephones daily but where outside construc­ 
tion is required— the stringing o f cable and wire, the 
setting o f poles and crossarms, and so on — some 
applicants will have to wait a considerable time for 
service. There is still a desperate shortage of materials 
of all kinds and manufacturers of equipment are 
unable to meet early delivery dates. 


However, we are bending every effort toward bring-, 
ing about the day when we will be able to handle all 
applications for service on a current basis.
